W. C. T. V. had taken up the agi­ 
tation of this idea, and years before 
the thoughtof it had occurred to 
many of the most temperate church 
people, Mrs. Field, from her own 
extensive vineyards, supplied grape 
juice lo Centenary Methodist Epis­ 
copal church. 
This 
was 
before tile civil war, 
when Centenary s ood at 
Fourth 
and Pine streets, instead of at Six­ 
teenth and Pine .aud when Bishop 
Marvin 
was 
pastor. 
Centenary 
church never gave' 
up 
the 
idea 
which this woman implanted, and 
the church, by its continuous use 
of grape juice, hfcs the honor of 
leading not only its own denomi­ 
nation, but all denominations, in 
serving 
to 
communicants 
wine 
which could not iiroxicate. 
Husband Was Prohibitionist. 
Mrs. Field’s husband, 
the 
late 
John IL Field, was private secretary 
for many years to C harles Clark, of 
Granite Mountain fame and wealth. 
At one time, in the season of Bry­ 
an’s first candidacy for president, 
when free silver 
sentiment 
ran 
high, ii is said that Field’s divi­ 
dends went as high as $7,000 a 
month. 
Field was a first cousin of 
Cyrus WL Field. 
From his early manhood John P. 
Field was deeply interested in pro­ 
hibition . He was the first man who 
ever ran for conga ss on the prohi­ 
bition ticket in • Missouri. 
He was, of course, defeated, but 
he poured out his money generous­ 
ly in this 
and 
subsequent cam­ 
paigns, being the hist man, it is 
said, who ever 
sp nt 
money po­ 
lit icallly for prohibition. He enjoy­ 
ed a close friendship with John P. 
Woolley, with Frances E. Willard 
and with all the early temperance 
leaders. From the organization of 
Hie W. C. T. IL. Mr *. Field was an 
active member 
and 
her interest 
continued up to her death. 
After abundant * xpenditure for 
the objects so dear to his heart, 
Field’s wealth at 
lust diminished. 
With the gradual decline of their 
fortune, sixteen years ago he and 
his wife removed to Benton, where 
they became mernt rs of Imman­ 
uel 
Methodist 
Episcopal church, 
South, leaving 
Centenary, where 
both had been en I is' ed up to that 
time. At Immanuel Mr. Field again 
began making unfermented 
wine. 
Woman Made an Argument. 
When she began the innovation 
at Centenary more than fifty years 
ago she made no argument over

v| Once in a while there comes to this country a newspaper printed 


in one or the o ther of the belligerent nation: that gives the real f a d s 


as to renditions existing, or the real state of public opinion in the coun­ 


try of publication. 
Such a paper is the M anchester (England) Guardian. 


Eve! since the w ar started the Guardian has been very outspoken in 


its com m ents on the various aspects of the struggle, and has not hesi­ 


tated to speak out boldly whenever occasion demanded. 
A recent artic le 


in its colum ns in reference to the relations existing between England 


a nd A m erica is such a frank and fair resume of the m atter that ii de­ 


serves the widest sort of publicity on this side of the water, and although 


it is ra th e r long for the editorial columns of the Democrat, it is printed 


with the hope that it may be r€*ad by all of the paper’s readers. 


Eor m ore than IOO years peace has reigned between the British 


Em pire and the I nited States, 
This is due not to lack of contact, for 


along 3,000 miles of frontier the American Union marches with the 


greatest of our Dominions, nor to lack of occasions for controversy, for 


they have been m any and at times acute. 
Nor was a common language, 


nor com mon institutions, nor common descent sufticieni to bar hos­ 


tilities. 
T he two great communities parted not in friendship, and the 


one War .that l\as b a r r e d the subsequent accord of their relations broke 


out w ithin ii generation of the recognition of American, Indepen^ncc. 


Indeed, th e sense of kinship and community is relatively of modern 


growth. 
To our grandfathers the America of “Martin Chuzzlewit” was 


credible, -and the picture of democratic m anners not unacceptable to 


the prejudices of the day. 
In the civil w ar our ruling classes took th*1 


side of slavery and disunion, and in the friction of those days we came 


n e a re r to the ultim ate disaster than at any other time since the treaty 


of Ghent. 
The political instinct of our working classes and of men 


like John Bright recognized the* common cause of democracy, and from 


their expressions of sympathy and their appreciation of the struggles of 


th e A m erican people we m ay datk the beginnings of a new under­ 


standing, and an awakening sense of lies other than those of race and 


language. 
Great Britain was moving towards democracy, and in her 


new Colonia! Em pire was doing tardy justice to those principles of self­ 


governm ent for which Americans had gone out to fight in 1776. 
The 


reference of the Alabama claims to arbitration gave practical proof of 


the p reference in both peoples for the rule of law as against the arbi­ 


tra m e n t W force. 
Finally, as the world has grown smaller, as the 


nations jostle closer against one another, and as the power of armed 


autocracies has become more menacing, the free peoples in their turn 


h a v e d raw n nearer to one another, realizing that whatever differences 


m a y p a rt them are light in the balance against the great things for 


w hich they st*Tnd together. 
Of all nations affected by this movement 


E n g lan d and America have the closest affinities and the greatest inter­ 


e sts a t stake. 
They are its natural pioneers, and on their close co­ 


operation in tile days now before us will depend in no small degree 


the possibility of establishing a new order among the nations and safe­ 


guarding thy peace of the world. 


“ Realizing these bonds of union, and reflecting further that the 


c au se of Belgium and of France would similarly appeal to the deepest 


political sentim ents of Americans, m a n y ,people in England have been 


in some m easure disappointed by the attitude of the United States dur­ 


ing the war. 
It is difficult, as Lord Bryce wadi says in his important 


article on an o th er page, for belligerents in the heat of struggle to under­ 


h a n d the cool and detached view' of the neutral. 
English people in 


particular, who are not distinguished for their knowledge of history 


a nd do not shine in their comprehension of the problems of foreign 


peoples, have hardly appreciated the factors in the problem with which 


P re s id e n t Wilson has had to deal . They do not grasp the composite 


yaciaL c h a ra c te r of the American population. 
They think of the United 


S ta te s in term s of New York and Boston, and though they have heard 


of Ban Francisco they hardly realize that to a considerable part of 


A m erica the most absorbing international questions are those of the 


Pacific. Nor are they aw are of the force of the historic tradition forbid­ 


ding the United States to intermeddle in the affairs of Europe. 
Still 


less do they ask themselves how great a departure from her accus­ 


tom ed modes of life such intervention might entail. 
All these *tnd 


m any similar considerations have necessarily been urgent in the minds 


of the responsible men at Washington, and w hen we review the m a tte r 


in a calm er day our wonder will perhaps be not that they did not go 


farther, but rather that they have gone so far. 
For the European war 


is beyond all question radically altering the American outlook. 
It has 


ponvinced all the more clear-sighted men that the days of isolation are 


passing, and that in the future no one people will be able to hug itself 


in the security conferred by the broad seas. 
It was but the other day 


th a t we began to suspect this of the narrow seas. 
America is now 


a w a re that she ought to be ready in case of need to defend herselt 


B ut she is also preparing for a much more fundamental departure from 


lier old ways.
